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THE JAPANESE TREATY 


Government Decides That !t Would! 
Be Better to Allow Presgnt Agr 
ment to Run for a Couple of Years 
More and Then Make a New One 
—Question of Free Imports to 
United Kingdom. 


Ottawa.—That the terms of the new 
treaty between Great Brtain and Ja-) 
pan are not suitable to Canadian con-| 
ditions and that this is the chief rea- 
em why Canada declined to adhere 
to the treaty, is made clear in a re- 
turn tabled which sets forth the rea-| 
sons why Canada proposes to con-— 
tinue the existing treaty with Japan 
for a couple of years in order that 
it may have an opportunty to make 
one of its own with the Mikado’s em- 
pire. 

The return shows that since the an-| 
nouncement of the new pact between 
Great Britain and Japan, T. Naka-— 
mur, Japanese consul general at Otta- 
wa, took up with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues the question of 
the advisability of a Canadian treaty. | 

The reasons for declining to take— 
this step are set forth in a letter ad-| 
dressed by Hon. 8. Fielding to the. 
Japanese consul general in which the | 
Ce | an minister says he had obser- 
ve yt the terms and conditions of | 
the-¥eaty do not seem to be in their 
entirety satisfactory to circumstances 
of Canada and that in consequence 
Canadian ministers had some hesita- 
tion in advising that immediate ad- 
herence to its terms which the Jap- 
anese government desires. 

Mr. Fielding then-proceeds to point 
out that article 8 of the treaty pro- 
vides that articles the product of 
manufacture of the United Kingdom | 
shall not on importation to Japan be 
subjected to higher custom duties 
than those specified in schedules at- | 
tached, also that articles the product. 
of manufacture of Japan shall be free, 
of duty on importation into the 
United Kingdom. 

Mr. Fielding goes on to say that 
there might be a question in the event | 
of Canada giving adherence to the 
treaty this schedule would become ap-, 
plicable to Canada. He proceeds: 
‘Granting, however, that it would so. 
apply on examination of details shown | 
that while no doubt well adapted to, 
conditions of trade between Great 
Britain and Japan, the schedule is 
not wholly suited to commercial in- 
terchange between Japan and Can- 
ada. 

“Part I., of schedules of example) 
which contains a list of products upon , 
which maximum duties are fixed does 
not include many products in export 
of which Canada is largely interested | 
and on the other hand Part II, of the, 
schedule containing a list of Japan- 
ese products to which Great Britain 
agrees to give admisson free of duty 
includes silk and other articles which 
are dutiable on importation into Can- 
ada, although free of customs duty in 
Great Britain, 

“In view of these circumstances,” 
Mr. Fielding intimates, “if a commer- 
cial agreement is to be made to suit. 
those conditions it will probably have 
to be by means of a separate treaty.’”’) 

Mr. Fielding then states that Can-| 
ada proposes to avail itself of the 
clause of new agreement between 
Great Britain and Japan which pro-- 
vides that in the event of Canada not, 
desiring to adhere to the new treaty | 
a temporary agreement can be made! 
pending forming of a new treaty.” |

Arbitration Treaties Drafted 

Washington, D.C.—The draft of an 
arbitration treaty was submitted to 
the British and Frerch governments 
through their ambassadors here as a 
basis for negotiating permanent treat- 
ies on general lines. Questions of 
honor and vital interest are to be the 
subject of arbitration. The Hague 
tribunal will decide the issues. Ques- 
tions which both parties agree are) 
not justifiable are to be referred to 
special commissions to devise a means 
of settlement. Agreements are to be 
submitted to the United States senate 
for ratification. The remainder of the 
treaty provides the necessary ma- 
chinery for arbitration.

| Edson.—-A wagon road, or trail, as 

}it is called, has been broken by the 
government 150 miles northwest from 

| Edson, the present terminus of the 

Grand Trunk Pacific. At the end of 
|the trail settlers who are going to 
pioneer in the Peace River country 
{take the steamers to Dunvegan and 
| travel down the Peace for 70 miles 
| more, where, according to reports, is 
a rolling region of fertile land of 15,- 
000 square miles, mostly prairie, and 
extends westward to British Columbia 
boundary.

peace.” In Ps. Ixxii, 11, we read ’ 
that ‘all kings shall fall down before 
Him; all nations shall serve Him.” 
In Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
when “the kingdoms of this world 
shall have become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ.” It would be 
well if teachers and scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this kingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory 
and occupy the throne of David at 
Jerusalem, ruling in the midst of Is- 
rael, and also as King of kings and 
Lord of lords—King over all the earth 

U will suggest a few passages which 
will lead to many more if any one is 
willing to search: Isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke 
i, 31, 32; Zeph. iii, 14, 15; Zech. xiv, 9; 

Jer. iii, 17; Dan. vii, 27; Ezek. xliii, 7 

Not by the armies of the nations, 
nor by peace conferences, nor by the 
chureh, nor by missions, shall this be 
brought about; nor in this present age 
of the world’s history, but only by 
Him concerning whom it is written, 
“I will overturn, overturn, overturn it 
** * until He come whose right it is, 
and I will give it Him” (Ezek, xxi, 27). 

Not by any nation now existing as 
such on the face of the earth will He 
bring peace on earth, but by Israel, 
soon to be restored and recognized as 
| a nation and to be converted as a na- 
tion when they shall see Him coming 
in glory and sha‘] receive Him as their 
Messiah. Isaiah's messag# had spe- 
cial reference to Judah and Jerusa- 
lem. Micah's to Samaria and Jerusa- 
lem (Isa. i, 1; Mie. i, 1) 

The words Israel, Zion, Jerusalem, 
must always be taken in their plain 
literal sense unless there is some qual- 
ifying phrase or adjective indieating 
differently. The Zion and Jerusalem 
of Mic. iii, 12, are the same as the 
Zion of Mic, iv, 7. It has been over- 
thrown many times; it shall as truly 
and literally become the throne of the 
Lord, which He shall build up when 
He comes in His glory (Ps. cii, 16) 

In those days when the glory of the 
Lord shall be seen in Israel nations 
shall flow to her as literally as the 
{queen of Sheba and the kings of the 
earth came to Solomon, or as the wise 
men from the east brought their treas-

{ures to the King of Jews when He 
was but a babe in Bethlehem (II 
Chron, ix, 9, 22-24). According to Mic. 


v, 2, it was predicted that He would 
be born in Bethlehem, and He was 
The same verse says that He would 
rule in Israel, and though He has 
‘never yet done so He will just as 
truly and literally as He was born in 

Bethlehem, 

From Jerusalem His werd has gone 
forth into all the world to gather out 
from all the nations a people for His 
name, His body, the church, to reign 
| with Him when He shall come in His 
glory, but that was not revealed in 
Old Testament times nor until after 
He had come in humiliation proclaim- 
ing a kingdom at hand which aever 
came because they killed the King, 
and thus postponed the kingdom till 
| He shall come again, for the heavens 
have received Him until the times of 
restoration of all things which God 
hath spoken by the mouth of all His 
holy prophets since the world began 
(Acts iii, 20, 21), Then shiall (Mie. vii, 
/20) be fulfilled. “Thou wilt perform 
the truth to Jacob, and the merey to 
Abraham, which Thou hast sworn 
unto our fathers from the days of old.” 

Some nations are against Israel to 
this day, but they know not ‘the 
thoughts of the Lord, neither under- 
stand they His counsel, and do not 
know that a time is coming when their 
gain and their substance shall be con- 
secrated unto the Lord of the whole 
earth, who will then be ruler in Israel, 
See verses 11 to 13 of our lesson chap- 
ter and all of Isa. ix: When this great 
peace shall have come on earth none 
shall make Israel afraid any more 
(verse 4); they shall not see evil any 
more (Zeph., iii, 15). 

As we consider the thousands still 
being driven from their homes in Rus- 
sia let us pray more earnestly for the 
fulfillment of Isa, Ixii, 1-7. A great 
war must come before there can be 
this good time of war no more, for it 
is His determination to gather the 
nations to pour upon them His indig- 
}nation because of their treatment of 
| His people Israel. 

He shall smite the earth with the 
rod of His mouth and with the breath 
of His lips shall He slay the wicked 
(Isa. xi, 4). At His coming in glory 
with all His saints shall this be, and 
then shall the last verses of our les- 
son be fulfilled, ‘The Lord shall reign 
over them in Mount Zion from hence- 
forth, even forever, © © ® the king- 
dom shall come to the daughter of 
Zion.” This is more fully Wesmeibed 
in Rev. xix, 11-16, and it is utterly 
useless to expect peace on earth, a

Sermon be 
CHARLES T. RUSSELL, 
Pastor Brooklyn Tabernacle 
HUMAN IMMORTALITY 
DIVINE IMMORTALITY 


Difference Between These in the 
Bible | 


Lynchturg. Virginia, May 14.—Pas- 
tor Russe.!, of Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
N.Y. preached twice here to-day to 
attentive audiences. We report one 
of the discourses, which was preach- 
ed from the words of the Apostle, 
“Christ brought life and immortali 


to light through the Gospel.” The 
speaker said 

All around us we see what the 
Scriptures designate a reign of sin 
and death. The various forms of 


life in nature—the grass, the flowers, 
the lower animals and man—exist for 
a brief summer time cf life, then 
wither and die. This does not strike 
us a: strange, except in conjunction 
with humanity, and that because of 
man’s greater intelligence—his ap- 
preciation pf the value of life. t 
growth in knowledge and his ability 
to use life's opportunities: with his 
increased wisdom 

The disposition 


to shun desth is 
not peculiar to man; it is the law 
of nature. The smallest creature, by 
self-preservation is properly said t 
be the first law of nature. The lower | 
animals, like man, have sensation, 
an appreciation of pain; but a.l these 
things are much more pronounced in 
humanity than in the lower animals: 
and the lower the form of life the 
more slight are these sensations. We 
are detending vivisection, but we | 
quite agree with scientists that the 
pain, the suffering of the lower ani 
mals, is as nothing in comparison 
with that of humanity. We even note 
the tact that the more refined a hu- 
man being, the more intense his suf- 
fering. Correspondingly. refinement | 
and intelligence bring fear of death 
ani desire for life everlasting 

All mankind seem, instinctively, te 
hope for a future life, even though 
with the majority the hone is accom- 
panied with d 1 respecting its con. | 
ditions. However, only the Bible 
reveals a rational basis for fa'th re 
specting a future life—a survival of 
the general death conditions every 
where prevalent. The ‘.eathen hope 


for a future life, but none of them 
furnish a logical basis for such ex- 
pectations. Only in the Bible can 


this be found. 

The heathen hope is represented by 
their great philosophers, Socrates and 
Plato. Their hope is, in brief, that 
in view of man’s great superiority 
over the beast, it must be he will 
have a future, even though to ali 
appearances death means the san» 
to the human as to the brute. The 
Bible explains that man was indeed 


created in his Maker's image and 
likeness and granted the pri ge of 
eternal life on condition of obedience, 


but that he disobeyed and therefore 
became subject to death; and that 
death, the penalty. effects him exact- 
ly as it does the brute creation. But 
the Bible does not leave the subject 
here. It tells of God's pity and love, 
and of His provision to rescue man- 
kind from sin and from death 

Since the Divine sentence is that 
only the perfect may live, Adam and 
his race, as imperfect sinners, could 
not have eternal life after a violation 
of the Divine Law; but to meet this 
emergency, Divine Love provided a 
Redeemer, who died, “the Just for 
the unjust’; “As by man came death, 
by a Man also comes the resurrection 
of the dead; for as all in Adam die, 
even so all in Christ shall be made 
alive; every fan in his own order” 
(I. Corinthians xv, 21-23) 

Thus God has manifested His char- 
acter in a way and to a degree which 
could never have been known to an- 
gels or to men had He not permitted 


sin to enter the world. ilis Justice 
has been manifested in the infliction 
of the death penal upon our race 


for six thousand years. Divine Love 
has been manifested in the arrango- 
ment made by which the Only Begot- 
ten Son of God, on the heavenly 
plane, counted it joy to ievve Hi- 
glory and honor and he made flesh 
and die for our sins, Before the Di- 
vine -Plan shall be fully consum- 
mated, God's Wisdom and Power will 
also stand fully revealed through Hi: | 
dealing with sin and sinners 

Through the merit of Christ's death 
Adam's tranzgression will be fully 
offset, and the pegalty of Adam's sin 
will be fully paid to Ju-tice; and 
Adam himself and all of his poster- 
ity, who have shared his penalty 
will be set free from the sighing and 
erying, the pain and trouble, mental, 
moral and physical, ‘ncidental to the 
execution of the death sentence 
against sinners. Thus, thro 
death of Jesus, Divine provisi: 
been made for a future eterna! life 
for mankind—for so many as 
appreciate the privilege and conform | 
themselves to the Divine laws and 
evail themselves of the privileges | 
which will be granted. 

How natural it is for ua to be im 
patient! The few years of our lives | 
measuring our knowledge and ex- | 
perience, leave us little appreciation 
of the span of Eternity, from the Di 
vine standpoint. We are inclined to 
say. If God designs to do anything 
for man’s aid, why does he not do it 


immediately? We ery out, O Lord, 
haste! haste! Behold Adam's  chil- 
dren, mentally, morally, physically, 


in a deplorable condifion, unub‘e te 
help themselves, dependent upon Thy | 
mercy, Thy salvation! Like sheep 
we ure laid in the grave; like the | 
brute beast we seem to perish; we | 
have only a promise of a salvation 
from death through the Redeemer, 
end a resurrection from the condition 
cf death. 


But God will not be hastened. He | 
has a wise as well as graciow? pur- | 
pose. He has a definite time for 
every feature of His great work. He | 


has allowed four thousand veare wo | 
bass before He even sent Hiz Sra) 
to begin the work of redeeming man 
kind, by the payment of a ransom 
price. He haz allowed nearly tw 
thousand years since to elapse with 
out recovering mankind from sin and 
death conditions. It is for faith to 
trust: and yet it is but matura! that} 
we should inquire, why this delay?|

SOLID PETROLEUM. 


Movement on Foot to Convert Cane 
dian Crude Oil. 

fittle attention has been directed 
to the reeent discoveries of petroleum 
in New Brunswick. 

In fect. the London. Eng., journals 
contain the first detailed accounts to 
teach us of what are apparently real 
wells of considerable imporiance. 

It appears that in the Stoney Creek 
fie'd in New Brunswick, there is a 
district were a number of wells have 
recently been brought in, each with 
a daily capacity cf 50 barrels, while 
the total flow of gas from all the wells 
on that field i+ estimated at 40,000.- 
000 cubic feet per day. Contracts 
have been entered into with the city 
of Moncton to supply power for the 
lighting of the city. for fue! gas, and 
for the proposed new tramway. The 
| distance to Moncton is only ten miles. 
| In Albert County the once extensive 
| but now exhausted deposit of alber- 
| tite, which looks like coal, but ts 
| really congealed oil, produced one of 
' 


the first yields of kerosene. There are 
other important minerals in the dis 
trict, but attention is now centred on 
the oii, which has been located after 
| 40 years of boring. The gas accumu.

Done Centuries Ago. 

For more than 200 years the heirs 

# Lord d’Auvrequerque have been 
Jrawing comfortable pensions for 
something an ancestor did 217 years 
igo. It was in 1694 that William ITI. 
granted to Henry de Nassau, Lord 
l’Auvrequerque, his heirs and as- 
signees for ever, the sum of $10,000 
4 year, in consideration of “his many 
ind faithful servic —which, in fact, 
were those of a purely nominal politi- 
eal nature. Lord Cowper, to whom 
four-fifths of this yearly sum was 
paid, commuted a portion of it in 185% 
for $200,000 down, but his heirs still 
| receive $1,875 annually. 
There is the case of the Schomberg 
| pension, granted also by William III. 
He burdened the state with the sum 
of $20,000 a year to the Schombergs; 
ind, though portions cf this have 
been commuted by descendants, Bri- 
tain still pays out $3,600 annually to 
people who, it is alleged, are not in 
any way connected with the original 
Schomberg family. 

Farl Nelson gets $25,000 a year 
through holding the Nelson title and 
representing the famous admiral's 
tnmily—in the indirect line. In a 
lise manner Lord Rodney gets $5,000 
a vear, but he is the direct descen- 
dant of the gallant seaman who de- 
feated De Grasse. 
| The largest of the perpetual pen- 
i; sions is that received by the Duke of 
Richmond. It amounts to $95,000 a 
year. The story of this pension takes 
one back to the days of Queen Eliza- 
beth, who got a duty of one shilling 
per chaldron on all coal exported from 
the Tyne and burned in England. Her 
successors held this duty until the 
reign of “harles II., who granted it 
to the first Duke of Richmond. He 
ind his heirs received it for over a 
century, till in the time of George 
IIL. it was changed to the present an- 
‘ual pension, which is known as the 
tichmond Shilling.

Regarding the Roads. 


To the Editor of the Standard 
Dear Sir, 

In your issue of May 2oth, you 
had an item on the condition of the 
roads leading north from Strath- 
more, permit me to say a few 
words, with reference to the same. 

I suppose the object of the item, 
was, to call the attention of the 
Local Improvement Council to the 
state of the roads. 

Now Mr Editor | happen to 
travel over these roads quite fre- 
quently, and know trom experience 
what it means to try and take a load 
over them, I also happen to repre- 
sent Division No. 5, i.e., T. 24, R. 
25, in the Local Improvement 
Council, and sometimes | wonder if 
the ratepayers, and youself, realise 
just what the council are up against 
in this thing. 

Last year in Division No. 5, we 
paid out over $1,300 for work done 
on the roads, and the Provincial 
Government spent, or were to spend 
$500, additional, in this Division, 
making about $1,800 paid out for 
work alone in the Division, 

Now Sir there appears to be a 
strange thing in connection with 
making roads that the ratepayers 
have not taken, apparently, into 
consideration, and that is, the 
people that do the work on the 
roads expect to be paid for said 
work, when done, in good hard 
cash; I say the rarepayers have 
overlooked this, because, we only 
received about $300 in taxes in this 
division when we expected $1,000. 

Do you see the point, $1300 paid 
out for work, and $300 paid in to 
meet this outlay. In order to do 
this the Council had to borrow 
money, but we have nearly gone the 
length of our tether, and cannot 
borrow much more. 

After considering the situation, 
the council have decided to allow 
those who have not paid taxes, to 
do work om the road equal to the 
amount they owe for taxes, thus 
giving them an opportunity to pay 
their taxes and improve the roads. 

In onr division (No. 5) I have 
appointed Mr C. Faulkner, road 
foreman, and as soon as conditions 
warrant it, we intend to get at the 
work. 


In this division there is about

and I hold that the man that pays 
his taxes has a right to talk, but to 
the man that does not pay his taxes 
I would like to say this. — 

If you cannot or will not pay your 
taxes in cash, and if you are not 
willing to get out on the road and 
do the work instead, then imitate 
the oyster, shut up tight, go way 
back and sit down, and never open 
your mouth about roads, if you are 
paddling along in mud up to your 
neck,
